Some¬ 
times  we  must  travel  a  mile  or  two 
taking:  up  a  rhizome  here  and  one 
there  to  fill  out  a  dozen  and  such  cases 
the  plants  are  chargred  at  the  single 
rate.  To  get  the  dozen  rate  it  is  ne¬ 
cessary  to  order  a  dozen  of  one  kind. 

You  can  part  with  your  money  very 
fast  by  buying  new  and  untried  high 
priced  sorts.  Many  new  ones  cost  $10 
each.  Some  $50. 

But  why  throw  your  money  away? 
Why  pay  ten  dollars  for  a  new  pink 
Iris  when  twenty-five  cents  will  buy 
as  good  or  better  in  some  tried  and 
true  older  sort? 

Iris  Beauty — Plant  fewer  sorts  and 
plant  more  of  one  sort  if  you  wish  to 
have  real  Iris  Beauty.
